The  well  which  has  been  sunk  yields  an  abundant  supply  of 
d  water,  and  has  remedied  the  great  inconvenience  previously 
from  a  deficiency  of  water  in  dry  seasons. 

The  Asylum  affords  ample  accommodation  for  the  Patients, 
its  condition  and  management  are  most  satisfactory,  and  have 
a  highly  commended  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and 
he  members  of  the  Association  of  Medical  Officers  of  Asylums 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  who  describe  this  Institution  as 
l  admirably  arranged  and  well  conducted  Asylum.” 


We  refer  with  great  pleasure  to  the  public  testimony  of  Dr. 
[>lly,  one  of  the  most  humane,  able,  and  experienced 
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Physicians  of  liis  time,  to  the  excellent  management  of  th 
Derbyshire  Asylum  by  Dr.  Hitchman.  In  his  recently  publishe

says,  (p.  299) : —

“  treatment.  No  Physician  in  this  country  seems  to  have  p:  I 
“  earlier  attention  to  the  real  results  of  abolishing  mechaniil 
“  restraints.”

Thirty-six  of  the  Patients  admitted  during  the  past  year  wei 
reported  suicidal.  Two  had  made  incisions  into  their  necks,  ar 
many  others  had  attempted  to  destroy  themselves  by  oth 
means.  Several  have  made  desperate  attempts  at  self-destructio 
during  their  detention  here,  but  happily  without  success.  TI 
following  case  will  illustrate  the  energy  with  which  these  u 
happy  persons  pursue  their  purpose  : — S.  B.  perceiving,  as  I 
walked  from  the  Steward  toward  an  Attendant,  that  the  top  of  f 
rain-water  tank  was  uncovered,  rushed  towards  it  and  thr* 
himself  into  the  opening,  he  was  grasped  by  the  Steward,  w  | 
held  him  a  second  or  two  over  the  mouth  of  the  reservoir,  l 
had  not  a  sufficient  hold  to  prevent  him  from  falling  into 
William  Eyre  was  instantly  lowered  by  a  rope  into  the  reserve 
and  the  Patient  was  rescued ;  for  although  he  had  fallen 
feet,  he  was  very  slightly  hurt,  owing  partly  to  the  check  giv 
to  his  fall,  by  his  temporary  suspension  over  the  mouth  of  t 
tank,  and  by  the  depth  of  the  water  into  which  he  fell :  i 
Superintendent  was  close  to  the  spot  at  the  time,  and  is  plea: 
to  state,  that  such  were  the  zeal  and  courage  displayed  by 
around,  that  he  had  great  difficulty  in  preventing  more  than  < 
person  from  descending  into  the  well  to  the  rescue  of 
Patient.

had  the  public  been  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  j 
having  the  Patient  brought  to  the  Asylum  in  the  very  earl 
stage  of  the  malady.  This  fatal  delay  arises  partly  from 
natural  dislike  of  individuals  to  consign  their  relatives  to  the 
of  stranger^  and  partly  from  the  reluctance  of  some  paroci 
authorities  to  incur  the  expense  of  the  removal  of  the  Patient  tc  |

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Isylum,  and  of  his  maintenance  when  at  the  Institution.  These 
limbined  causes,  are  filling  up  the  Asylums  of  the  kingdom  with 
ironic  and  incurable  cases,  and  sometimes  lead  to  much  indivi- 
ial  suffering — as  the  following  case  will  illustrate — “  W.  D.  was 
nought  to  the  Asylum  to-day  firmly  hound  with  ropes  and  hand- 
,gcks.  The  skin  over  both  wrists  is  denuded  to  the  bone — black 
giughs  are  around  each,  the  wrists  are  much  inflamed,  and  the 
|ms  are  swollen,  and  bruised.  His  elbows  are  bruised,  and  the 
rht  is  much  abraded — there  is  a  deep  abrasion  five  inches  in 
iiigth  at  the  back  of  his  shoulder-blade,  extending  across  the 
interior  part  of  the  chest.  The  front  and  upper  part  of  each 
>t  is  abraded  of  its  skin ;  he  has  ten  large  bruises  about  the 
jht  leg,  and  the  back  of  the  leg  has  upon  it  a  scratch  six  inches 
length — the  thighs  are  bruised — there  are  eight  visible  bruises 
his  left  leg,  and  there  are  red  marks  indicative  of  others,  likely 
ishow  themselves  ;  the  legs  and  arms  are  scratched ;  his  sides, 
?st,  and  back  have  bruises  upon  them.  The  incisor  teeth  of 
({  upper  jaw  have  been  broken  off — he  is  in  a  wild  frantic  state, 
appears  unable  to  retain  the  erect  position,  and  rolls  on  the 
ir  upon  his  back  and  sides  Avith  his  legs  and  arms  in  a  flexed 
edition.  The  odour  from  his  body  Avhen  stripped  was  so  dis- 
Jting  as  to  excite  nausea  in  all,  and  sickness  in  some  Avho 
pressed  him.  He  has  not  yet  spoken  in  articulate  language  ; 
aas  a  fierce  expression,  but  his  countenance  is  pallid,  and  he 
:s  exhausted.  The  breath  is  foetid,  tongue  and  lips  covered 
h  sordes  ;  his  body  is  well  nourished ;  he  appears  idiotic. — 
book,  p.  199.

.■rtjscars  alone  remain.  Epileptic  in  body,  and  imbecile  in  mind, 

lay  never  perhaps  leave  the  Institution  ;  but  he  will  be  happy 

;  in  its  Avails. 
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The  public  Asylums  of  this  kingdom  thus  perform 
beneficent  work  by  shielding  the  Insane  from  much  bodill 
suffering:  by  tranquilising  and  improving  their  minds,  and  b 
fitting  them  to  be  useful  members  of  a  special  household,  eve: 
when  reason  has  been  so  shattered  as  to  render  them  for  eve 
unfit  to  contend  with  the  conflicts  and  trials  of  the  outer  world. 


The  per  centage  of  cures  has  been  lessened  by  the  circur 
stance,  that  forty-eight  Patients  belonging  to  out-counties  haT 
been  removed  to  their  respective  Asylums ;  this  removal  ha  | 
however,  in  a  corresponding  degree,  diminished  the  per  cental 
of  deaths,  which  per  centage  has,  as  in  the  case  of  the  cures  bee  | 
calculated  upon  the  entire  number  under  treatment.

*  The  extreme  lowness  of  the  Mortality  of  the  past  year  will  cause  an  incre| 
in  the  apparent  Mortality  of  the  year  1857,  as  several  now  suffering  from  mor 
disease  will  necessarily  die  during  the  current  year. 
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Tlie  number  of  deaths  has  been  remarkably  few— not 
rolling  five  per  cent.,  and  of  these  the  greater  portion  died  from 
neral  paralysis — a  malady  almost  invariably  fatal,  and  from 
lich  the  Patients  were  suffering  at  the  period  of  their  admission. 

Jur  of  the  Patients  were  in  the  last  stage  of  fatal  disease  when 
eived  into  the  Asylum,  and  life  was  sustained  for  two  or  three 
aeks  only  by  incessant  attention.  Such  cases  involved  consi- 
$  ‘able  expense  in  their  removal  from  home— are  sustained  at 
)  at  cost  during  their  brief  existence  in  the  Hospital,  and  they 
jjjd  statistically  to  lower  the  character  of  the  Institution  by  their 
v.edy  decease,  and  therefore  the  interests  alike  of  the  poor 
rerers,  their  friends,  the  parish,  and  the  Asylum,  would  be 
ijler  served  by  ther  detention  at  home.  The  following  Obituary

The  General  Management  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  Ti 
ment  of  the  Patients,  described  in  former  Reports,  has  I 
maintained.  Industry  has  been  encouraged ;  amusements  I 
been  provided ;  groups  of  the  more  orderly  of  the  Patients 
attended  the  fetes  at  the  Arboretum  in  Derby,  and  taken 
excursions  into  the  country  weekly,  during  the  Summer 
Autumn  Months.  Performances  of  an  amusing  character 
been  enacted,  and  the  usual  Christmas  Entertainment  has  a 
passed  off  with  order,  and  much  enjoyment. 


The  Asylum  has  been  visited  during  the  past  year  ty 
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anguished  Physicians  and  Architects  from  Austria,  America,  and 
Denmark ;  and  on  the  first  of  August,  it  was  honoured  by  the 
:>’esence  of  the  Association  of  Medical  Officers  of  Asylums  and 
[[ospitals  for  the  Insane.  At  the  close  of  the  Meeting  of  the 
Kssociation,  the  following  Resolution  was  passed  : — 

“  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Association  he  transmitted  to 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Derby  County  Asylum,  for  the 
:qe  of  this  room,  and  for  the  pleasure  and  instruction  the  mem- 
|rs  have  derived  from  their  visit  to  the  Wards  of  this  admirably 
ranged  and  well-conducted  Asylum.” 


On  the  22nd  of  August  the  Asylum  was  inspected  by  two

The  Chapel  Services  have  been  conducted  with  great  regu- 
l|ity,  order  and  decorum. 

0  The  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Institution  have  by  their 
ijlustry  and  general  good  conduct  during  the  past  year,  merited 
v.  praise  of  the  Superintendent  Physician. 

The  economic  or  general  affairs  of  the  Asylum  have  been  as 
sisfactory  as  the  medical  results. 


’1  The  exertions  of  the  Committee  to  obtain  a  good  supply  of 
;er  have  been  crowned  with  success,  and  the  new  well  meets 
3the  wants  of  the  Institution. 

I  A  large  piece  of  land  which  had  for  several  years  been  occu- 
a  1  as  a  brick-field  and  store  place  for  bricks  is  now  becoming 
:Qtn  and  productive ;  some  of  the  wetter  fields  have  been  drained, 
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and  the  Farm  generally  has  attained  a  condition  from  which 
profitable  results  may  be  anticipated.  The  live  stock,  much  of  i 
reared  upon  the  Estate,  is  of  good  quality,  and  will  bear  comi 
parison  with  many  herds  of  high  pretension. 

It  has  been  desired  that  the  entire  Establishment  within  and 
without,  should  be  characterized  by  unity,  order,  and  excellence 
and  that  all  should  be  made  subservient  to  the  great  end  cl 
restoring  the  Patients  to  health,  or  failing  this,  to  surround  thei  I 
with  such  influences  as  are  likely  to  preserve  the  fragments  <  I 
intelligence  which  remain,  to  allay  perturbation,  to  make  the:  I 
useful  to  themselves,  and  to  each  other  ;  and  to  induce  them  s  I 
to  employ  their  feeble  talents,  as  that  they  may,  in  the  Gre  l 
Taskmaster’s  eye,  be  regarded  among  those  lowly  ones,  “wll 
have  done  what  they  could”  under  the  circumstances  in  whi<  I 
they  have  been  placed.
